NOVEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.73 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A."  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  November  1965,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform 
price  of  $4.73  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butter- 
fat  differential  of  7.4  cents.  The  minimum  price  is  subject  to  4 cents  per 
hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized  hauling  charges. 

The  $4.73  price  for  November  1965,  is  6 cents  above  the  October  1965 
price,  and  14  cents  above  the  November  1964  price.  The  $4.73  blend  price 
includes  about  37  cents  derived  from  funds  paid  into  the  pool  by  handlers, 
plus  earned  interest,  under  the  "Louisville  Plan"  in  April,  May,  and  June 
of  this  year. 

ESTIMATED  PERCENTAGES  IN  EACH  CLASS 

In  accordance  with  §1047.22(1)  the  Market  Administrator  announced  the 
following  estimated  utilization  percentages  for  November  1965  on  December  9,  1965. 

Class  I Skim  76%  Butterfat  67%  Class  II  Skim  24%  Butterfat  33% 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  22,362,034  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  November  1965  of  which  16,910,808  pounds  or  76%  was  utilized 
in  Class  I by  15  pool  handlers.  Production  and  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  were  both  up  1%  from  October  1965. 

DECEMBER  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.61 

The  November  basic  formula  price  of  $3.39  (Wisconsin-Minnesota  Series) 
was  increased  by  the  standard  differential  of  $1.20  and  further  increased 
by  a supply-demand  adjustment  of  $0.02  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I 
price  for  Decemoer.  This  price  of  $4.61  is  3 cents  less  than  the  November 
Class  I price. 

CLASS  I PRICES  SET  FOR  TWELVE  MIDWEST  MARKETS 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  issued  amended  orders  on 
November  26  for  the  Northwestern  Indiana  and  eleven  other  midwest  markets  which 
sec.  Class  I prices  for  farmers  for  the  next  seven  months  of  December  1965 
through  June  1966.  Class  I prices  in  these  markets  for  the  months  of  December  1965, 
January,  and  February  1966  are  set  at  the  same  figure  that  now  applies  for 
November.  For  March,  April,  May,  and  June  1966  the  Class  I price  is  set  at 
20  cents  per  hundredweight  less  than  the  present  November  price. 

The  amended  orders  were  based  on  the  record  of  a public  hearing  held 
at  Chicago  November  4-6,  1965.  The  Fort  Wayne  market  was  not  included  in 
this  hearing.
